(1.) Country-man. HE laft thing you 
I faid, Mafter has 


Inftruéted me_ ve- 
ry much, and fav’d .me from fome Wild 
Notions that Miflead many People, as if 
Every thing that God Permitted were His 
Order and had His Adowance and Approba- 
tion, And they Run into this by not 
Underftanding fuch Expreflions of Scripture 
as This is from the Lord, or The Lord did 
itis, which often Means no more than 
that God did Suffer Men to do very Wick- 
ed things, and by that Means brings His 
Judgments upon them, as is very Plain in 
the Inffances you have given, particularly 
that of Abfalom, where his Un-Natural Re- 
bellion againft his Father is faid to be Rais’d 
by Ged, and God is faid to Give him his 
Father’s Wives to -Lye with, and that God 
did this thing. God indeed did Permit it, 
and by this Means brought a Juft Sudge- 
ment upon David for his Sim in the Mat- 
ter of Uriah. But it wou'd be Abhorrent 
to think, That God did Approve of thefe 
Monftrous Sins of Abfalom! On the Con- 
trary we find that God did feverely Px- 
mh him for them, particularly for his 
Rebellion, in which he Died after a very 
ftrange Manner. 











« (2.) And as the Review and other Sons 
of Rebellion wou'd Juftify the Revolution of

with Suece/s, and without Blood too, like 
that of Seroboam! But it Coft Blood enough 
afterwards——-And the more Confiderate 
woud fay with Soran ii. Kin. vi. 33- 
Behold, this Evil is of the Lord. And fome 
when Tir’d out, make his Inference. too, 
What fhou'd I wait for the Lord any longer? 
And we may all fay, in a Sound Senfe, 
Is ther any Evilin the City, and the Lord bath 
not done it? And we have Deferv’d more 
than the Lord hath yet done to Us, for 
our many Sins, particularly for the Barba- 
rous Murder of our late Martyr’d Soveraign, 
and the Prefent Ridiculing it in Calvese 
Head-Feafis, and more Notorioufly by the 
Review in his Dry and Wet Martyrdom, and 
other Screech-Owles who -Maintain the fame 
Revelious Principles, and Propagat them 
through the Narion, to bring down more 
Wrath from Heaven.

Sermon 



































Sermon Runs in to all the AZobb and Re- 
beHions Principles of Forty-One, he wou'd 
have the two Houfes of Parliament to be 
Co-Ordinate with the Crown. He Inveighs 
againft fach a Afonarchy as Governs with- 
out the Reftraint of any Co-Ordinate Legifla- 
tive Powers, as he Expreffes it. p. 1, This 
is the Old Notion of the Xing being One 
of the three Eftares, which I have Suffici- 
ently Expos’d already. And if Mr. Hoadly 
is not Convine’d, he muft Alter his Com- 
mou-Prayer-Book, (which perhaps wou'd not 
Trouble him much) and next fifth of No- 


vember he muft not thank God for Preferving| , 


the King, and the three Eftates of this Realm 
affembled in Parliament. Let him fay the 
King and the Other two Eftates——For he 
wou’d not Banter God Almighty! 


(s.) But upon this Notion of Co-Ordinate 
Powers, 1 muft Ask him my old Queftion, 
Whe fhall be Fudge? Who fhall Umpire the 
Matter, if they differ among themfelves ? 
And he will not fay that this is en Impofli- 
ble Suppofition, for we have both Seen it 
and Felt it, more than Once. Ther was a 
War betwixt King and Parliament in Forty 
One times. Who was Fudge between them ! 
We have feen the Honfes of Lords aid Com- 
mons Differ about their Privileges. Who is 
Judge in this Cafe? And ifther is no Der- 
nier Refort, thereis no Government. But we 
muft go by the Ears—— Three Co-Ordi- 
nate Powers are three Kings in the fame King- 
dom. And it isnot Likely they fhou’d long 
Agree. Now let Mr. Hoadly fee what a 
Confufian he has made of our Conftitation, 


6.) But let him think again, how he has 
Mistaken our Conftitution. For our Conftituti- 
on, is one Soveraign, free from all Coercion, 
by Either or Both Honfes of Parliament, or 
by. the People either Colleftively or Reprefen- 
tatively, or by any other Perfon or Perfons 
whatfoever. And the Sole Power of the 
Sword is in this Soveraign Alone, and neither 
or Both Houfes of Parliament may Wage 
War again him, either Offenfive or Defen- 
five. Neither have they any Legiflative Po- 
wer without Him, or any Authority whatfo- 
ever but from Him , They are his Dutiful 
and Obedient Subjeéts, as they ftile themfelves. 
Then fure not Co-Ordinate with Him. 


(7.) Mr. Headly, if you know not thefe 
things I will fhew them to you. I have 
done it already. Do not think it Beneath 
your Charatter to Read thefe Penny-Papers, 
As. Good Men have done it. And perhaps 
they may tell you fomething you know not 
yet! And do not Run away with thefe 
Mobb-Netions of Government, which you Learn 
in Worfe Company. But above all things 





do not Carry them into the Pulpj: wick 
and bring not the Blood of thefe Poona ; 
that Hear you upon your own Head - 
not do it. Confider of it a little Better 
before you Venture upon it again, Andit 
you find that you have Grofly Miftaken th 
Matter( And a Man of your Senje cann : 
Mifs it, if you Confider it Impartially) ee 
you muft think your felf Obliz’d to take 
Reparation in as Publick a Manner as you have 
given the Offence. And Print another Sx. 
mon to fet things Right, that you may Die 
in Peace. ; 


(8.) And take not my Freedom with you 
amifs. You fce I was Conftrain’d to ir 
And I had Sinn’d too, in my own Opinion, 
If [had not Endeavour’d to Refcue thole who 
I faw were Infetied by your Sermons. And 
if 1 Gain you too, itis a Labour of Ly, 
And you will not have Reafon to be Angry 
with me. I am perfeétly a Seranger to yon 
and know you no otherwife than by your 
Printed Works, with fame of which I was 
very well Pleas’d, and the more Sorry to fe 
you fall into fuch Dangerous Errors; And 
what I now fay to you cannot be out of any 
Perfonal Prejudice to you, whom I fhou'd 
not know if I met you in the Street, of 
ever heard any thing to your Difadvantage, 
except what you have done upon this Su. 
jet, Therefor I ask leave to talk with 
you a little more. 


(9.) You fay, p. 7. Alaa +t pleas’d Almghs 
ty God to heer Peteisd out any esac i 
as of Neceffity tobe Submitted to. by all Nai. 
ons, I fhou'd certainly think that this. was the 
Bet and Happief that cow’d be Devis'd for th 
Carrying forward the Ends of Eiuman Society, 

Now, Sir, I defire you to Confider: that 
ther was no other Form of Government inal 
the World but AZonarchy, for fome Thu 
fands of Years after the World began, 
And therefore if God Pointed out any 
Form it muft be This. And this. wa 
to be fubmitted to by all Nations, if 
they were Oblig’d to Submit to the Form 
of God’s Appointment. And if God did 
Appoint any Government at. all, He likewile 
Appointed the Form of it. ( for which fee 
Num, 134. of my firkt Volume.) And that God 
did Appoint, Government, fee what is faid 
under the Head Government in the Index. 
And I cannot Doubt. but.you will be Satis. 
fy’d. I believe you have been AGi/led, and there- 
fore I pray you, to Confider alittle. See like- 
wife the word People in the. Index of the 
firft Volume, and 1 think you will find it 
Prov’d to a Demouftration, That the People, 
never Did, or Ever Can. Choofe, any fortof 
Government whatfoever. And that if they 





did, it cou’d have no Foundation, but Lyable 
to Eternal Struggle and. Revolution.
